I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  upon  the  health  of  the 
City  in  1942. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  report  Circular  2604  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  been  followed  and  the  report  is  abbreviated. 

During-  the  year  the  Temporary  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Dr.  Mary  Place,  found  she  could  no  longer  continue  to  act  full  time 
and  Dr.  Jessie  M.  R.  Tvtler  was  appointed.  In  December,  Dr.  Tytler 
was  called  up  for  service  with  H.M  Forces  and  the  Ministry  of  Health 

l 

decided  that  no  temporary  Deputy  should'  be  appointed.  Much  of  the 
reorganisation  consequent  upon  this  had  to  be  carried  out  in  the  School 
Medical  Services  and  details  are  given  in  my  report  as  School  Medical 
Officer. 


It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  reduction  in  medical  staff  means 
an  increased  burden  on  the  remaining  staff.  We  shall  not  be  in  a 
position  during  succeeding  years  with  a depleted  medical  staff  to  con- 
tinue the  Diphtheria  Immunication  campaign  as  in  past  years.

Expectant  mothers  are  examined  and  advised,  and  the  midwife 
interested,  in  the  case  is  written  to  if  not  present. 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  has  seen  184  mothers  who 
have  paid  452  visits. 

Cases  were  sent  to  Hospital  if  requiring  special  treatment,  or  if 
the  home  conditions  were  such  as  to  contra  indicate  home  confinement.

During-  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  increase  the  accommodation 
for  maternity  cases  and  the  first  floor  of  the  main  hospital  block  became

the  maternity  department.  Accommodation  was  found  for  the  other 
patients  displaced  in  another  part  of  the  hospial. 

The ‘arrangements  with  the  Cheshire  County  Council  are  working 
smoothly  and  the  admission  of  midwifery  cases  from  the  County  ol 
Merioneth  has  continued.  ■ 

Domestic  and  nursing  stall'  difficulties  have  continued  during  the 
\ear  and  it  seems  likely  that  the  present  conditions  will  remain.  It  is 
hoped  the  establishment  of  a full  training  school  for  nurses  will  cause 
an  improvement  in  the  nursing  staff  position. 

With  regard  to  resident  medical  staff  the  hospital  has  to  rely  on 
newly-qualified  practitioners  for  the  Junior  resident  posts  and  this 
necessitates  more  supervision  by  the  remaining  medical  and  surgical 
staff. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 


There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the 
hospital  in  1942  compared  with  1941,  464  compared  with  567.  Of  this 
number  (464)  308  cases  were  from  the  City  of  Chester  compared  with 
418  in  1941,  and  the  remainder  156  from  outside  authorities  compared 
wih  149  in  1941.  The  decrease  is  due  to  the  drop  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  City.  The  details  will 
be  shown  under  the  various  diseases. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  was  114.  An  increase  of  22  com- 
pared with  1941.'  Ci...ty  cases  however,  numbered  66  compared  with 
80  in  1941. 

The  cases  were  uniformly  mild  with  few  complications  and  no 
deaths. 


Diphtheria.

In  addition  35  cases  were  admitted  and  rediagnose'd  as  tonsillitis. 
Of  these  24  were  from  the  City  and  11  from  outside.  Deaths  from 
Diphtheria  numbered  2.  This  is  the  lowest  number  of  deaths  since 
1933  when  there  was  i death  out  of  15  total  admissions  of  Diphtheria. 

Admissions  of  other  infectious  diseases  were  as  follows,  Measles 
55,  Measles  and  Pneumonia  6,  Scabies  19,  Scabies  and  Impetigo  16, 
Rubella  10,  Erysipelas  7,  Mumps  22,.

The  City  water  supply  is  obtained  through  the  Chester  Water- 
works Company.  The  water  is  derived  from  the  River  Dee  and 
subsequently  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the  Company’s  works.  The 
standard  of  purity — absence  of  Bacillus  Cob  in  100  c.c.’s  of  the  water 
as  supplied  to  the  consumer — has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  supply,  including  water 

from  various  filter  beds,  have  been  carried  out  twice  every  month.  In 

addition  chemical  analyses  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst

every  month,  and  the  following  table  gives  the  results  of  these  analyses 
The  samples  were  taken  from  the  “Low  Level  Tank  (Pure)’’.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Thirty  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Pathological  Depart- 
ment, Royal  Infirmary,  Chester,  during1  the  year.  The  present  of 
tuberculosis  was  found  in  4 (or  13.3  per  cent.)  of  the  samples.  Two  of 
the  affected  herds  were  situate  in  the  City  and  two  in  the  County. 
Particulars  of  these  positive  results  were  notified  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  (Animal  Health  Division),  and  in  addition  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  informed  of  the  two  cases  in  his  area. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  the  affected  cattle  had  been  traced  and 
slaughtered  and  subsequent  milk  samples  proved  the  herds  to  be  giving 
milk  free  from  Tubercle  bacilli. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  MILK  SAMPLES. 

Twenty-six  (26)  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  for  the  purposes 
of  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these,  24  samples  were  “Pasteur- 
ised” milk  and  2 Raw  milk,  taken  prior  to  pasteurisation.

Pasteurised  Milk  samples  Nod.  3 to  9 (inclusive)  were  obtained 
following  pasteurisation  during  which  the  Sanitary  Inspector  had  the- 


plant  under  observation.  The  recording-  charts  showed  the  milk  to 
have  been  raised  to  the  temperature  necessary  for  efficient  pasteurisa- 
tion and  to  have  been  retained  in  the  holders  for  the  prescribed  thirty 
minutes’  heat  treatment. 

On  receipt  of  information  that  the  phosphatase  tests  were  un- 
satisfactory in  6 of  the  7 samples  taken,  it  was!  arranged  for  further 
samples  to  be  obtained  under  the  observation  of  two  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tors. At  this  inspection,  and  before  the  milk  was  subjected  to  treat- 
ment, the  pasteurising  plant  recording  instruments  were  checked,  a 
standard  thermometer  being  used  as  a control.  The  samples  subse- 
quently taken  all  proved  satisfactory  in  regard  to  pasteurisation.  As  no 
changes  had  taken  place,  either  in  the  plant  or  method  of;  treatment, 
during  the  taking  of  the  first  group  of  samples  and  the  second,  it 
would  appear  that  the  agent  used  in  the  estimation  of  the  phosphatase 
test  was  at  fault. 

Of  the  24  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  examined  21  passed  the 
bacterial  standard,  having  less  than  100,000  bacteria  per  c.c.  Only- 
two  of  the  samples  contained  Bacillus  Coli,  one  in  .01  c.c.  and  one  in 
.001  c.c.  of  the  milk. 

The  two  samples  of  Raw  of  untreated  milk  taken  at  the  Depot 
immediately  on  arrival  from  the  wholesaler  and  before  being  passed 
into  the  pasteuriser  proved  the  milk  to  be  greatly  contaminated.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHRRIA. 

Our  campaign  was  continued  in  1942  and  during  the  year  2,256 
children  were  immunised  and  1,077  schick-tested  following  immunisa- 
tion. 


Of  the  2,256  immunised,  736  were  under  five  years  and  1,520  in 
the  age  group  5-15  vear-s. 

Since  the  commencement  of  diphtheria  immunisation  in  Chester 
in  1930  over  10,000  children  have  been  immunised. 


During  the  same  period  there  were  1,269  eases  of  diphtheria  in 
non-immunised  people  with  83  deaths. 

During  the  same  period  there  were  32  cases  ol  diphtheria  in 
previously  immunised  people;  of  these  only  Iwo  were  severe  and  there 
were  no  deaths.

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BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

T he  care  of  the  blind  in  Chester  has  been  delegated  to  the  Chester 
and  District  Blind  Wei  far  Society.  The  Local  Authority  contributes 
a sum  towards  the  administration  expenses  of  the  Society  and  is  repre- 
sented on  the  management. 

There  were  84  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Nine  licences  were  issued  for  wireless  sets  to  blind  people.  e 

1 he  health  visitor  paid  139  visits  to  blind  persons  during  the 

year.

CLEANSING  AND  DISINFECTION  OF  VERMINOUS 
PERSONS  AND  THEIR  BELONGINGS. 

A shampoo  station  is  freely  used  for  the  cleansing  of  heads  of 
•school  children.  In  cases  of  body  vermin,  which  are  fortunately  few, 
they  arc  treated  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  . 
where  clothes  and  bedding  are  also  treated.  Occasionally  we  are  asked 
to  deal  with  an  adult,  who  is  dealt  with  in  a similar  fashion. 

SCABIES  ORDER,  1941. 

The  medical  practitioners  in  the  City  have  taken  advantage  of 
the  facilities  available  for  treatment  of  cases  of  scabies  at  the  Isolatiqn 
Hospital.  Contacts  of  notified  cases  have  been  followed  up  and  where 
necessary  treated. 

The  total  number  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  during  1942 
was  489  as  compared  with  143  in  1941. 

Of  the  489,  86  were  over  18  years,  and  the  remainder  under 
18  years. 

CANCER. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Cancer  are  available 
at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary  which  is  equipped  with  Radium  Deep 
X-Ray  Therapy  and  Endo-diathermy  supplied  by  the  Cheshire  and 
North  Wales  Group  Executive  of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign. 

The  Radium  Department  was  opened  in  1930  and  Dr.  Ralston 
Paterson  of  the  Christie  Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute,  Man- 
chester, acts  as  consultant. 

\ 

Cases  of  cancer  are  sent  from  the  City  and  surrounding  areas. 
Beds  are  available  for  in-patient  treatment  in  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

City  cases  can  be  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  administered  by 
the  Local  Authority,  but  only  operative  treatment  can  be  undertaken 
and  if  Radium  or  Deep  X-Ray  Therapy  is  necessary,  cases  may  be 
transferred  for  treatment  in  the  Royal  Infirmary.
